The magnificent assemblage 
which will celebrate in Berlin next 
Tuesday the Kaiser's ninetieth 
birthday, will probably be such as 
modern Europe has never wit- 
nessed. A New York Herald cable 
dispatch says that there will be 
over a hundred royal and princely 
guests, representing every Euro- 
pean dynasty, and including at 
least a dozen crowned heads and 
heirs to an even greater number of 
thrones. Originally it was the 
plan for the Emperor of Austria 
and the Czar of Russia to be pres- 
ent, but the existing state of Euro- 
pean affairs renders it impossible 
that Francis Joseph, as King of 
Hungary, could probably fraternize 
with the autocrat of all the Rus- 
sias, and so the former sends his 
son and heir, Rudolph, and the 
Czar will be represented by his 
brother, the Grand Duke Vladimir, 
and his uncle, the Grand Duke 
Michael. England, Belgium and 
Sweeden, Denmark and Italy sent 
their Crown Princes. Roumania 
and all the German States will be 
represented by their sovereigns in 
person. There will be imposing 
delegations from other countries of 
generals, statesmen and princes of 
the blood. The spectacle will be 
one of the most singular in the his- 
tory of the century, and one natu- 
rally feele that it will be a proper 
occasion for a dramatic sensation, 
like the retirement from the throne 
of Charlemagne, and fully as stari- 
ling and suggestive as the abdica- 
tion of Charles V. 


Dr. Joseph Parker, of London, 
seems to be the choice of a major 
portion of the congregation of Ply- 
mouth Church as successor to Mr. 
Beecher. Dr. Parker was a great 
friend and admirer of Beecher, and 
for years there was the strongest 
bond of sympathy between them, 
for the two preachers in many ways 
resembled each other. Four years 
ago he preached from the Plymouth 
pulpit, and his characteristic ser- 
mons were delivered in a forcible 
style, and with such brilliant ora- 
tory that he won many admirers. 
The only objection to Dr. Parker is 
that be is an Englishman, while a 
strong spirit of Americavism pre- 
vails in Plymouth Church. It is 
emphatically denied that Rev. W. 
C. Julian, of New Bedford, haus been 
asked to the pulpit. 


Prominent eastern newspapers 
assert that the resignation of Secre- 
tary Endicott has been tendered to 
the President and will be accepted, 
Endicott’s aristocratic manners and 
his rude indifference are said to 
have caused the strained relations 
between be and Clevelaud.

Resolved, That this association is
